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Historic District Designation=Value 



The secret to "location" in real 
estate may be finding that 
you live in an historic district. 
Established neighborhoods 
near downtown maintain value 
even during market downturns 
and thrive in good markets. 

If you are new to living in the Old 
West Side, you may not know that the 
neighborhood (old second voting ward) is 
larger than the historic district. There are 
some 1,500 households in the Old West 
Side Historic District. They are special in 
that our district was the first “streetscape” 
to obtain Federal recognition as being 
historic as a neighborhood. 

While any one house compared to another 
may have value adjustments for size, 
condition, schools and appointments, 
houses in historic districts have an edge. 

We queried a sample of Ann Arbor 
realtors who agree that “Old West Side” 
garners respect in the market. We weren’t 
able to put a firm percentage on this 
but the protection paying dividends is 
documented in the following summary: 

In 2016, the Michigan Historic 
Preservation Network commissioned a 
study to determine how historic district 
designation affects property values in 
residential neighborhoods. Researchers 
chose four Michigan cities: Ann Arbor, 

Bay City, Grand Rapids, and Kalamazoo. 

In each city, for years between 2000 and 
2015, they compared property values of 
homes within selected historic districts to 
values of homes of similar size and age, but 
located outside of historic districts. 

In all cities, the property values in 
designated historic districts were higher 
than in the comparable non-designated 


areas of the same community, regardless 
of whether the overall values were stable, 
increasing, or decreasing. In summary, the 
additional value added by being designated 
part of an historic district typically ranged 
from 10% to almost 30%. 

This is not the only study to show these 
kinds of increases in property values. 

Other reports found for locations in 
Kentucky, New York, Iowa, Texas and 
Connecticut, for example, conclude that 
property values in designated historic 
districts are consistently higher than in 
nearby non-designated neighborhoods 
with similar houses. The additional value 
added by the historic district designation 
ranges of course but the typical values lie 
between 10% and 30% in all instances. 

By consistent, the studies specifically draw 
attention to the fact that houses in historic 
districts maintain value even in economic 


downturns as was reported by Charles 
Lewis, a realtor with Edward Surovell 
and Howard Hanna, in his two real estate 
updates for the Old West Side News before 
his recent retirement. 

Why are Houses in Historic 
Districts Worth More? 

The studies mentioned previously look at 
the effect of both national historic district 
designation (by the federal government) 
and local historic district designation 
(at the city level per the state enabling 
legislation). The findings are that the 
status of both designations increase 
property values. Historic districts that 
have both national and local protections, 
like the Old West Side, saw the largest 
added property values.

A New Book about Albert Kahn 



Albert Kahn "almost single 
handedly invented modern 
architecture, saved Detroit's 
Diego Rivera Murals, and 
guaranteed Allied Victory 
in World War II" according 
to Michael Hodges in his 
recently published book 
Albert Kahn in Detroit: 

Building the Modern World. 

Kahn (1869-1942) was responsible for 
over 2,000 buildings-houses, factories, 
skyscrapers, commercial buildings, and 
public buildings including much of the 
University of Michigan. 

Hodges builds good cases for these three 
claims. Kahn is considered an inventor of 
modern architecture because his factories, 
with their big windows and open interior 
space made possible by using reinforced 
concrete, were an inspiration for the 
modernist pioneers in Europe. The 
second claim is based on the fact that 
Kahn knew and liked Diego Rivera. While 
many of the important people in Detroit 
disliked his murals, Kahn defended them, 
most notably to Edsel Ford who was 
paying for them. 

The third claim is based on the amount 
of building Kahn did for WWII including 
many tank plants, arsenals, airplane 
engine buildings, giant aircraft factories, 
and designs for new military bases for the 
Pacific and Atlantic operations. Added 
to all this, his firm was responsible for 
building 500 factories in the Soviet Union 
in the 1930s. Hired ostensibly to build 
tractor factories, the Kahn people were 
suspicious that it was really for something 
else when the Soviets insisted the floors 
be built stronger than needed. Indeed the 
factories were used to make tanks, which 
the Soviets used in World War II, forcing 


Hitler to divide his troops to 
fight on two fronts. 

All this Hodges explains 
and much more, writing in 
a style that feels like he is 
talking to the reader, not as 
the omniscient narrator, but 
as a friend sharing what he 
knows. And he carefully 
footnotes, so people can 
trust what he is saying. The 
research was challenging 
because Kahn left a limited 
paper trail, mainly letters to 
his family and occasional 
newspaper interviews, and 
was not the sort of person 
to brag or philosophize. But 
reading everything else he 
could find about Kahn and 
talking to people who knew 
him (Hodges spent 3 1 / 2 years 
on the project), rounded out 
a consistent picture of a man 
who was a workaholic, more concerned 
that his buildings did what they were 
designed for than for fame or recognition. 
Time after time, his clients cited their 
appreciation that they got exactly what 
they wanted, on time and under budget 
to boot. 

Kahn was well respected in his lifetime 
and received many honors. “At the time 
of his death the architect was world 
renowned,” says Hodges, but then seemed 
to vanish, appreciated only in southeast 
Michigan. But Hodges ends the book 
on a happy note. “In a development that 
would doubtless please the architect, 
the unexpected urban revival that 
sprouted in Detroit.. .has meant that any 
number of Kahns buildings, which enjoy 
considerable cachet in the local real estate 
market, have suddenly seen new life.” 

Hodges, who lives on Mulholland (his 
house was on the Old West Side Homes 


Tour4n 2014), commutes daily to Detroit 
where he covers fine arts for the Detroit 
News. At one time he seriously considered 
a career in architecture. However, he says 
his real joy is taking photographs, which 
surprisingly he took for the book using 
only his I phone. When he found that • 
hiring a helicopter was affordable ($350 
an hour, not nothing but he was afraid 
it would be much higher) he took aerial 
photographs of some of Kahns buildings. 
His present day photos are interspersed 
with historic ones, many loaned to him 
by the Albert Kahn Associates who have 
pictures of the buildings when first built. 
He’s been giving readings at various 
locations, so keep watch for ones in the 
Ann Arbor area.

Historic District Designation = Value 


But why does designation of a historic district affect 
property values? According to the studies, there may be a 
combination of factors at work, depending on the type of 
designation. 

One factor is prestige: nationally designated historic 
districts are perceived as prestigious, well-known 
neighborhoods, and the desirability of the address adds to 
the market value of the houses in the district. That factor 
is certainly at work in Boston-Edison district of Detroit: 
when Realtors sell homes in Boston-Edison, they almost 
always advertise as such, because they know that that 
location adds value. 

Another factor is “market certainty.” Locally designated 
historic districts typically by law have standards for 
property renovations, demolitions, and new construction- 
in Michigan, these are set by each city Historic District 
Commission. These standards ensure that the character of 
the neighborhood as a whole remains stable, which means 
that houses within the neighborhood are good long¬ 
term investments, which in turn boosts property values 
throughout the neighborhood. In fact, the greatest positive 
impact on Historic District values occurs when residents of 
the district understand historic district standards and the 
city actively and consistently enforces them. 

It's Not Only Higher Property Values... 

Not only does “market certainty” mean that property values 
in historic district are higher generally and are less affected 
by economic downturns. Historic district designation also 
brings other benefits, such as increased levels of home 
ownership and longer residence by both homeowners 
and renters. In addition, designated historic districts tend 


to have higher rates of participation in neighborhood 
associations, improvement projects and opportunities to 
influence City governance—all of which enhances public 
spaces in the neighborhood and again boosts property 
values throughout the neighborhood. 

Notably, the property value bonus associated with historic 
district designation, particularly local designation, tends 
to be self-perpetuating. The more the historic district 
guidelines and restrictions are followed, the more active 
the Historic District Commission staff is, the more 
educated and engaged neighbors are, the more visible 
the neighborhood character is and the higher everyone’s 
property values are.

Ramps 



Ramps are either a foraged 
delicacy, or a nuisance onion, 
which grows wild on your 
property. Lucky for you if it is 
the latter (free). 

An exotic spring vegetable, ramps, ramson, 
wild leek, and wild garlic are all common 
names used interchangeably for allium 
tricoccum. Tasting of onion and smelling 
of garlic, ramps make big impact in small 
quantities. The pungency of ramps coupled 
with their spring appearance prompted the 
Cherokee people to eat them as a spring 
tonic and the Ojibwa and Iroquois to use 
them as treatment for colds. 

Those who forage for ramps will advise you 
that the fragrant bulbs attract humans, deer, 
and bears. Foragers beware! 

Ramps are plentiful in Michigan as well as 
Appalachia, and east toward Pennsylvania. 
A few springs ago, an OWS neighbor 
handed me a large paper bag of wild ramps 
harvested from their property near Boyne 
City MI. That bag of green gold’ was a 
real gift. 


Having hit the big time in terms of foodie 
fads, ramps can cost $25 per pound at 
the trendy markets. If you can get your 
hands on some, a small quantity is worth 
the investment to experience this fleeting 
marker of spring. A small, five-dollar 
bunch will turn into enough pesto to coat 
pasta for four people. 


Look first to farmers markets, Argus Farm 
Stop and specialty shops such as Plum, 
Sparrow, and Produce Station. If you 
cannot locate ramps, this months recipe is 
delicious with green onions or small, tender 
leeks. Use these fresh sprouts to make a 
paste more familiar when using basil, to 
provide strong flavor in a small quantity. 


Pasta with Ramp Pesto 


Make the Pesto: 

• 2 oz. ramps or 4 oz. leeks (inside tender 
greens only) 

• 2 oz. arugula leaves or baby spinach 

• V 2 tsp kosher salt 

• y 4 tsp freshly ground black pepper 

• 2 Tbsp fresh lemon juice 

• y 2 cup extra virgin olive oil 

• l / 2 cup parmesan cheese, grated 

• 1 lemon cut into wedges (optional 
garnish) 

Pasta and Assembly: 

• 1 pound very thin spaghettini 

• 1 cup asparagus tips or fresh spring 
peas 


• 1 ball fresh mozzarella or burrata 
cheese 12-16 oz (soft and room 
temperature) 

Cut ramps (or leeks) into pieces and rinse 
well to remove any dirt or sand. Blanch 
in boiling water for 1 minute; drain 
well. Make the pesto by placing ramps 
and arugula leaves in blender or food 
processor. Chop finely. Add salt, pepper, 
lemon juice and slowly stream in the 
olive oil to make a puree. Add parmesan 
cheese and process briefly. Set aside. 

Cook spaghetinni in large quantity of 
salted water. Cook according to package 
directions, stopping when pasta is al 
dente (firm to the tooth). About one 
minute before the pasta is finished 


cooking, toss the raw asparagus tips (or 
peas) into the boiling water (with the 
pasta) and allow the vegetable to cook m 
for that last minute. Drain pasta (and 
asparagus), reserving about 1/4 cup of 
the cooking water. 

Place cooked pasta and asparagus 
back into empty cooking vessel. Tear 
the mozzarella into bite-sized pieces; 
add the torn mozzarella to the still hot 
pasta. Pour in the pesto and toss lightly. 
Use reserved warm, cooking liquid to 
thin the sauce as needed. Garnish with 
optional lemon wedges. 

Serve hot, garnished with the reserved 
lemon wedges or fresh spring herbs such 
as chives. 
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Historic Integrity 

How much of your house still looks like it did when it was built? The more original 
architectural features and the more original materials it has, the greater is its historic integrity. 
Actually, a house can lose its integrity altogether, if it loses most of its original features. 


The Elements of Historic Integrity: an 
Example 

This house has high historical integrity. 

• Original form. No additions or partial demolitions. The 
chimney is unmodified. 

• Original siding. No artificial siding. 

• Original doors and windows. The windows with a 6/1 
arrangement of panes are an essential element of the original 
design. 

• Original porch. The portico, with its original columns, has a 
distinctive roof line, and its ornamentation matches the house 
gables. 

• Original soffits and facia boards. No aluminum or vinyl 
sheathing. 

• Original ornamentation. No ornamentation has been 
removed, and it is highlighted by the paint scheme. Similarly, 
non-original ornamentation has not been added. A wide 
range of ornamentation appears on historic houses, including 
decorative stone work, cornices and moldings. All these are 
essential for integrity. 

• Original color scheme. The paint colors are historic for this 
architectural style. 

Integrity Matters 

• Integrity = Investment Value. 

People are more attracted to historic houses that have high 
integrity, because they are more interesting. Attraction enhances 
market value. “Home improvement” that sacrifices historic 
integrity makes houses less attractive. 

• Integrity = Historic Preservation. 

Maintaining historic integrity is the essence of historic 
preservation. 

"Condition" is not the same as "Integrity." 

Even though a house is run down and in poor condition, it can still 
have high historic integrity, if it still has its original architectural 
character and original materials. By contrast, a house can be in 
good condition but have lost much of its historic integrity. “Home 
improvement” and “remodeling” to fix up an older house may 
destroy historic elements.

Historic Districts Protect Integrity and Value 

Protecting historic integrity is the principal reason for historic 
districts. Cities enact historic preservation ordinances to protect 
their historic buildings. Owners of historic buildings then petition 
to form historic districts under those ordinances.
